Judge Poland of Vermont has stibmitted to the
Bonate & bill to “fix” the salaries of Distries
Judges of the United Biutes, by paying hence-
forth soven of them $5000 each and the residue
$4000. At & vough gees we ghowld say that
this bill will *fix" the taxpayers to the tone of
$100,000 extra per snpum; but it may be nearer
$200,000.

We mest enrneatly prolest against its pasaage.
It invelves & noedless and unjust inereassof the
public burdens at a time when they are already
hoavior than aro or eéver were bome by any
other thirty milliens of peopleon earth. Adding
eur Btate and municipel to our nationsl taxcs,
nud they amount to not a penny less than $20
each per annum for the whole Ameriesn people,
one-gighth of whom kave just emerged, ignorant
and penniless, trom the prison-kouss ol slavery,
while another eighth have been fearfolly im-
poverit hed by the ravages of a desolating olvil
‘war, It is moustrous that, at sach o 01915, 50
many should be contiiving to saddle thom with
new and heavier burdens,

We will concede that 5000 would not be too
high & salary for the Judge of #his District;
though we never heard any one express an ap-
prehension that elther Judge Betis or his family
was likely to come to want from kis holding on
10 his Judpeship for its presunt emoluments,
But, sccept this as o standard, and we will
prove by it that Judge Poland’s compensations
for Judges are nu‘.’flull( exorbitant. We will
tako his own Biate to illustrate this truth. A
Judee ¢an Hve berter and more generously on
£2000 m Vermont than on $5000 in this ciiv;
while the services to be performed here are s
lenst ten times those of the Distriet Judge in
Vermont, Why, then, shonld §4000 be paid to
the latter?

The Government and the Fenians.

P Our Government hus pursued a very sensible
and disereet policy with regard to the manifes-
tations and alleged purposes of Feniamism in
this conntry. There have been some calls from
the other gide of the water for it to *put down™
Fenianism; but it was very evidend that those
who made these demands were entirely ignorant
of tho nature and powers of our Government,
Om the other hand there has been with some of

our citizons an idea that the Government was
winking at what was virtually a violaton of
international comity, and that it intended
this way to pur England back for her vivlatiens
el neutrality during the war, L

Socleties were formed and funds were ralsed in
Tngland to aid our Bebellion; let there now be
funds and gocieties here to aid the Irish rebel-
lien, Privatears were ftted ont at English ports
to ravage our commerce; let privateers in turn
now sall from our perts to destroy English com-
merce. As a Confederate Plenipotentiary had a
conlerence with Earl Russell, so, in return, a
Fenian “Centre” had san mterview with Preasl.
dent Johnsoli, As raids for arson aod marder
upon our soil were got up in Canads, so, in like
maunper, were raids for similar purposes in
Canada permiited to be organized upon our soll.

BSuch petty and leal arguwentation as this
has been employed by American journals, and
our Government has thus been sccused of the
most contemptible and hypoeritical conduocet.

Noly, it is quite true that tnere has been a
great deal of egememtions] writlng in certain
newspapers lor some weeks past sbout o gigantic
ruld into Camada thus bad bscs projecied by the
Feniaus, apd the Canadisns have been wrongut
up into s high siate of excitement by the sele
graphic reports of thesestories. Butthe day on
which, accerding o all sccounts, the grand
dencuement was 1o take place hes just passed
awny, and all was as quiet on the Bf. Lawrence
as it is on the Petomac, The Irishmen'in Canada
avonobed their loyalty 1o the Proviaeial Gov-
ernment; the population in general were under
arms; but meither an epemy nor his shadow
upgn-ured on the frentier,

Now, knowing very wall beforehand that such
would be the caze, what would sny one have
bad our Government do? It could unguestion-
ably have gol up u real sensation, and prebably
bave precipitated a heavy quarrel, by making a
tremendons show of counteracting Femian
projects, Had it issued proclumintions prohibit-
ing Fenian rads—had it called out the militia to
enforce eur public obligations—hud it stationed
a heavy military force along the border, we have
no doubt that, amid the prevsiling excitemont
that would have been arossed, snd m the
divided semtiments of the pasople, the Fenisns
would have been sharp enough to get a few hun-
dred men through the lines somewhers, who
would have pisched mto the frst place they could
find in genuine [rish style,and then, when once the
rumpus had opencd, who can tall what would
have boen ite developmenis aud termination ?
There 1s mo guestion that under these cironm-
stances the public excitement would have be-
come goueral and deep, und Fenlanism would
quickly have gone forth 1 praetical acilon, had
our Government gome furiously o work to erush
ita shadow, as some desired, It was far the mout
songible thing fer the Govermment to act pre-
cisely ui it did, 1t saw no #lgns of any violation
of our neutraiity, and 1t certainly could npot be
exproted to beliove or set upon the windy nos-
gense published by mewspaper reporiers.

As for suy inlerierence with the orzanization
kuown as enians, se long =8 it vlolated no law
of {he iand, and made no praclieal attempe to
disturb our foreign relations, no one who com-
preliends the rudiments of our political system
coula suppose it peseible, Audthe sume may
be said of any sttempt o prevant the publioa-
tion of the excliing falseboods abeut Fenian
projects and schemes, whieh have of lite been
the slaple in kome of our public journals, The
Emperer of the French took the treuble, In his
lute spesch, te draw & vemparisen belween his
Government and ours; bul e may take this

Mest cortaiunly,
considering that these goods were in good part
Imported on foreign account aud sold at a large
prefit, there oan be po doubt that they cost our
peaple considerably more than that amount,

During the two firat moniths ef the present
yeur the imports 4l this emporium would »eom,
{rom the meomplate @kta before us, to be five-
foid those of the oorresponding months of last
year. This may be mors than the final returns
will ehow; bul the incrense is very great, We
know that the textile fabrics imported Lthis year
are valued at §52,661,579 anainst $6,094,325 last
year—an mcrease of iiore than dive-fold. Inm
fascy geods, cepper and stesl, it Ia somewhat
loss; im fsh, hides, wines, spices, otc,, it Is mora
shan fye-fold,

The tabrice of wool, silk, cotfon, flax, ete., im-
poited in the flrst two months of 1566 are fully
equal to those imperted during the correspond-
ing two months of 1808, 1864, and 1865, added
together,

. iI“hcse are startling facts. Their cause s two-
old:—

1. An inflated eurrency, which increases the
Inevitable money cost of everything produced in
\lls country,

1. lundequate import duties, considering that
our domeatic manninctures are taxed not ouly
in their products, but oun every element of their
produstion—ihe aggregunte often amounting to
more than the duty on their imported rivals.
